If a man faint away, says [Hall's Journal of
Health, instead of yelling out like a savage, or
running to him to 1lift him up, lay him at full
length upon his back, on the floor, loosen the
clothing, push the crowd away so as to allow the
air to reach him, and let him alone. Dashing
water over a person in asimple fainting it is a
barbarity. The philosophy of a fainting #it is that
the heart fails to seud the proper supply of blood
to the brain; if' the person is erect, that blood has
to be throwua up Lill; bue i 1ylog duwe it has to
be projected horvizontally, which requires less
power, as apparent.

Ifa person swallow poison, deliberately or by
chance, instead of breaking ont into multitudinous
or incoherent exclamations, despatch some one for
the doctor; meanwhile, run to the kitchen, get
half a glass of water in anything that is haudy,
puf into it a teaspoonful of salt and as much
cround mustard, stir it an instant, catch a firm
hold of the person’s nose, the wmouth will soon fly
open—then down with the wixture and in a
second or two up will come the poison. This will
answer better in a large number of cases than any
' other. 1If, by this timue, the physician has not
arrived, make the patient swallow the white of an

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| other accessible articles, as antidotes for any poison |

| that may remain in the stomach.
It a limb or other part of the body is severely
| eut, and the blood comes out by spirts and jerks,
| be in a Lurry or the man will be dead in five
| minutes; there is no time to talk or send for a
physician—say nothing, out with your handkerchief
throw it around the limb, tie the two ends together,
| put a stick throngh them, twist it around tig!iter
and tighter until the blood ceases to flow.  But
to stop it does no good. Why? Because only a
| severed artery throws blood out in jets and the
| arteries get their blood from the heart; henee to
[ stop a flow, the remedy must be applied between
the heart and the wounded spot—in other words,
above the wound. If'a vein had been severed, the
blood would have flowed in a regular stream, and,
on the other hand, the tie shonld be applied below
the wound, or on the other side of the weund from
the heart, because the blood in the veins flows
towards the heart, and there is no need of so great
a hurry.

MODES OF DEATH.

A reeent number of the Quarterly Review con-
tained the following article, which will be read
with interest:

To bLe shot dead is one of the easiest modes of
terminating life; rapid as it is, the body has
leisure to feel and refleet.  On the first attempt
by one of the frantic adherents of Spuin to assus-
sinate  William, Prince of Oranze, who took the
lead in the revolt of the Netherlands, the ball pas-
sed throuzh the bunes in the face, and brought
him to the ground. In the instant that preceded
stupefaction, he was able to form the notion that
the ceiling of the raom had fullen and crushed him.
